'An old'lime groceryman wliqS'e rnanory and experience 


reach back to the days following' (he Civil war has been led by 
the'loud'and prolonged cry aboXit the cost of living to compare 
the prices of a 'few .staple articles which prevailed fifty years: 
ago-,wjth those in'force today, and the comparison:is highly 
interesting, especially to those whose, memories-'do not extend 
so-farinto,;the past. The. figures presented by this 
:veteran 


grocer show that the country is not now'experiencing high 
pricesifor the first lime. 
,„ Reference to books kepi in 1869 shows that al that time 
halfa pound of oolong tea cost 70 cents, fiilly twice the pres- 
ent price; butter was 55 cents a pound; sweet potatoes sold at 
ten pounds for $1, more tlian four times the present price; 
flour was about 50 per cent higher than now; crackers were 
16 cents a pound, lemons 60 cents a dozen, lard was 28 cents 
a pound, about twice the present price; kerosene oil was 30 
cents a gallon, nearly three limes the present price, and mo- 
lasses was $1 a gallon, ,wjth pthe.r things in proportion, these 
being fair samples of the-prices that prevailed in the years fol- 
lowing the war of the rebellion,'• 
., 
. 


But the causes of high prices then were different from those 


of today. The war had.made a heavy drain on the resources 
of the country, including men,-and-the work of filling the gap 
was in progress, like the rebuilding of a city that has been de- 
.vas'jaled by fire. There .was a brisk demand for everything 
ahd'prices were governed by .the law or supply and demand, in 
addition to the fact that the currency, which had been greatly 
inflated during the war, had;not yet'been brought back to a 
gold basis. Today every dollar means gold, consequently $1 
no\v means about as much.as $2 did then. 


•What causes dissatisfaction now is the feeling that high 


prices in most cases are not-the result of natural law, but of 
combination, monopoly and "gentlemen's agreements." 
The 


people have an idea that they are .meeting unnecessary exac- 
tions, and it is this that hurts. Another thing which makes the 
cost of living higher now than formerly is the fact that people 
are living better than ever before and that the habit of extrav- 
agance is very, firmly fixed. 


But it still remains true.that industry and economy today 


will enable the average family to live very comfortably and 
tuck something aside for the proverbial rainy day, though in 
the mad rush for the luxuries and pleasures of life many fail 
to'discern this truth and proceed to charge up their imaginary 
hardships, to "conditions."
